She does not dare to hold an opinion 
opposed to her husband's. The Ger- 
mans, she said, tolerate the literary 
and artistic women of other countries, 
but if one of their women did the 
same kind of things she would be re- 
garded as hardly respectable.

Evans, after showing that the editor 
h a Toreiguer and not thoroughly in 
sympathy with American ideas and 
prinolplos, proceeds to say : 

'The American heait beats strong- 
ly in sympathy for the oppressed ol 
Whatever nationality or race, and It 
Will take more than the ttatemeuts of 
publisher of the Christian Herald to 
stifle the feelings ot manhood 
American citizens. It waa no ill will 
toward Spain that prompted us to 
send food and clothing to the desti. 
lutein Cuba. Did u«,t the American 
people contribute liberally of food 
and clothing to the pwiplo of Russia, 
India and Armenia When in reduced 
circumstances? Ship loads of p 
visions were sent by this country 
alt of those people, and the giv 
were thauked by the soverigus 
those countries for such generous 
benefactions. But It does not please 
the Dons. It interferes wl 
devilish designs to starve the poor 
peasants and thus sweep out of exist- 
ence hundreds of thousands of inno- 
oenl human beings. 

"The Cuban patriots are of the 
same Celtic and Phoenician origin as 
the Spanish, but the difference is that 
they are natives of the Western Hem 
isphere. They havo imbibed free- 
dom from the air they breathe, fr 
the example of States and nations of 
the continents to the west and noith 
of them. 

"Spain has fully demonstrated to 
every intelligent nation her incapac- 
ity for gpyeruiujt. the Island of Cuba 
She must be made to let go her grip. 
There is no roasou why the Cubans 
may not govern their own country as 
successfully as the Mexicans govern 
Mexico, or the inhabitants of the sev- 
eral South Americau States their re- 
spective countries. 

"In our dealing with the Spaniards 
it must not be forgotten that the 
Spanish murder of 2(18 Americans in 
Havana harbor on the night of fhe 
15ib of last .February is still unpun- 
ished.

It was 
committed in the night, when these 
seamen were asleep. Obviously Span- 
ioh officials were the directors and 
abettors of the crime. Has Spain 
ever made any effort to discover thosn I 
criminals and bring them to justi 

'■If the Government at Madrid 
not directly implicated in this ten 
crime, then why docs she not seek 
and bring to merited puniehment the 
perpetrators ol this foal murder? 
was in the power of tho Spanish 
Government to have arrested the 
criminals within a few hours of 
committal. The inference is clear that 
the Spanish officers had knowledge ol 
the crime, premeditated it, and 
pianned it. Every member of the 
Naval Board of Inquiry was convers- 
ant with this fact long before the ses- 
sion was closed, but for obvious polit- 
ical reasons it did not embody this 
convincing conclusion iu its report. 

"Yet with a mantle of charity this 
Dr. Louis Klopsch, publisher of the 
Christian Herald of New York, would 
have the United States play into the 
hands of the Spaniards, assist in 
crushing the liberty-loving, freedom- 
aspiring Cubans, and give counle- 
to the murder of 268 American 
No, no, Dr .

Oreat Inteie-t !>nd «nmo indigh"- 
tiou was aroused ou Wednesday bj

Let 
ns hope that there will be no necessity 
to call for the raising of war funds. 
But I will not shhk my duty when 
the time comes for action.

No message On Wednesday. 

Washington, April 6.— The Presi- 
dent sent for Senators Lodge, Frye 
and Davis and Congressman Cannon, 
Diugley and Adams. After they 
came ont from the White House, they 
refused to say a word regarding their 
conference, but on arrival of Senator 
Davis at the Capitol he saw his col- 
1 lagties on the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee and informed them that no 
message would be sent today . 

Senator Davis immediately moved 
and obtained an executive session. As 
i-oon as the doors were closed Senator 
Davis explained the reason for delay 
in sending in the message. He said 
it was duo to tho fact that there has 
been some delay in getting Consul 
General Lee and all other Americans 
out of Havana, and that more time 
was absolutely required for this pur- 
pose. Hence the President did not 
consider it wise or humane to send in 
the message, which might precipitate 
serious trouble and endanger the 
lives of these people. 

Mr. Davis stated that the President 
had sent him for the especial purpose 
of asking this delay, and had shown 
him the reasou for the request in the 
shape of a telegram from General say- 
ing that if the massage should be sent 
in before Monday he would not be re- 
iponsible for the livos of Americans 
iu Cuba.

.been rooming in an isolated building 
tinder guard with positive instruc- 
tions against ingress and egress un- 
less by permission of County Health 
Officer, Dr. W. R. Thompson, or City 
Thysician, C- B. Duorson. Every pre- 
caution to prevent it-i spread was 
made, and had the disease proven to 
^ be small-pox it would have been 
more easily controled than under 
other circuimttuces. 

On Saturday morning, following 
the auspicious indications, Dr. B. W 
Smock, State Inspector of Board of 
Health, was here and assisted by Dr. 
Thompson, the negro patient was 
Btripped and after a most minute ex- 
aminPuTon .hey came to the decision 
that the disease was not small-pox.
